. TAXI STRIKE 

Failure of the belated Gov- 
‘ernment effort to effect a 
campromise in the taxi strike, 
| although it had to be tried, 
leaves the situation rather 
worse, if anything, than it 
was before the attempt was 
made, Nothing has changed 
in actual fact—neither side 
as far as can be seen is any 
more prepared to take the 
first step towards meeting the 
other half-way than they 
have been at any earlier 
stave in the dispute—but the 
collapse of what appeared to 
represent a final bid to 
achieve an agreement comes 
at a time when the companies 
have succeeded so far in 
strike-breaking tactics that 
the temper of the Union driv- 
ers is dangerous. The official 
initiative towards mediation, 
soundly motivated though it 
was, badly misfired, for in the 
result the offer made repre- 
sented no genuine advance 
on what the drivers had al- 
ready emphatically rejected. 
Rather the reverse, for every 
day has seen an increase in 
the number of “scab” driv- 
ers working for the taxi com- 
panies and as they refuse to 
reinstate more of the strikers 
than are required to complete 
their staffs, the tendency 
must be to increase the re- 


| sistance and solidity..of .the 


strikers. It was more on this 
issue than upon any other 
tha,the crisis arose. The at- 
titude of the employers is, of 
course, easily understood. 
Same of the men who have 
joined them since the com- 
mencement of the strike have 


| risked their limbs, if not their 


lives, in maintaining a_ taxi 
service. To. discharge them 
now would be morally ..in- 
defensible (if morals enter 
into business relationships). 
On the other hand, it asks 
much of the strikers to 
choose which of their num- 
bers shall accent re-employ- 
ment and which shall go 
jobless: or what is perhaps 
even worse to ask them to 
consent to,a position in which 
the employers shall choose 
trom their.numbers who they 
will reinstate and who they 
will .not.
